GERMANS ON DAWES REPORT.

The comment of the German press on the Dawes report 
translated for the Living Age of May 17 in large part conveys! 
the impression that the more responsible Germans perceive 
that it is unwise, if not impossible, wholly to reject the find­ 
ings of an international body of experts including the famous 
American general? It is true that the Deutsche Zeitung, 
chauvinist organ, exclaims, “Why should we bother with the 
thing, for it is utterly impossible,” and the Deutsche Tages 
zeitung, nationalist party organ, declares that the experts! 
“Place economic obligations on Germany that are for the most j 
part absolutely insane,” but there are other prominent Ger-j 
man editors far less pronounced in their complaint. 
Furl 
example, the Prager Tageblatt, representing the Bohemian | 
Germans characterizes the report as “a stern judgment,” 
and regards the financial obligations placed on Germans as 
unduly heavy, but concludes that on the whole “the findings 
are very sensible and at times courageous—severe, but with 
the severity of truth and justice.” 
Even the Nationalist press in some instances shows a 
disposition to accept what seems to be regarded as the in­ 
evitable, including Der Tag, Conservative, and Pre u ss i sc he 
Kreutzzeitung, the latter suggesting that “a blunt rejection, 
in view of the situation, is not unqualifiedly necessary,” a 
waiting attitude being “preferable in order that Germany 
may not incur the reproach of being utterly intractable.” 
From the Living Age’s excerpts it would appear that, though 
the Dawes report may not have actually achieved a final 
settlement it has, even in the German view, brought it much 
nearer.—Exchange.

Two Knives Talking, 
and the other white man, who runs 
from the whites. His ears are closed, 
or he would hear my voice when I 
sing the song made for Mato Tipi—

ner I ara sitting at Bear lodge.**

Beef tongue and cabbage is men­ 
tioned prominently in the old cook 
book, which is supposed 
to 
have 
been conceived by a nun in the Ros­ 
enthal convent in the Bavarian Pa­ 
latinate. Even thfc nobility, it ap­ 
pears, was fond of cabbage in thos£ 
days and put up great barrels of ii 
each summer.
